Professor Ward showed bis visitor bit 


collection of mammoth and mastodon 
bones. Be has nearly caongb of different 
sisss to reconstruct an entire animal, 
but, of coarse, tbe variation in size 
would prevent this, it is much more 
satisfactory in the remits obtained to 
tako thcan nwtmena for models and re- 
construct a skeleton from wood. "I sup- 
pose," said tho reporter, af tera prolonged 
Inspection of these curiosities, "1 sup- 
pose that human eyes never saw theie 
wonderful animals that roamed over the 
country in such vast numbers so long 
ago."

"You aro mUtakcn," said Professor 


Ward, "though your mistake has been 
that of the world of science until recent- 
ly. Bones of Ibo mastodon have been 
found split open in such a way that tho 
object of breaking them wu evident, it 
was to obtain the marrow within. But 
more, the stone bead of fchatchet with 
which the work was done has been found 
Bear by. Now, there are no animals 
which use, stone hatchets to break op 
bonce.
